REMARKS. 


^PIIIS  Catalogue  includes  the  balance  of  the  Engravings  gathered  by 
the  late  E.  E.  Cope,  of  this  city,  the  first  part  of  which  we  sold 
several  years  ago.  A glance  over  these  pages  will,  to  those  having  a 
knowledge  of  prints,  be  a surprise,  on  account  of  the  great  number  of 
Mezzotints  of  the  early  English  school  and  Line  and  Stipple  Engravings 
of  the  highest  order  enumerated,  many  of  which  cannot  now  be  obtained 
for  love  or  money.  A prominent  English  dealer  recently  said,  “We  have 
sacked  the  European  collections  for  American  collectors,  but  now  we  are 
sacking  the  American  collections  for  European  collectors,’’  and  such  is  the 
fact,  as  many  of  the  prints  herein  described  would  fetch  their  weight  in 
gold  in  the  English  markets. 

We  ask  those  interested  in  adding  choice  specimens  to  their  portfolios, 
to  read  this  Catalogue  carefully,  and  to  call  and  view  the  Engravings 
when  on  exhibition.  AVe  have  endeavored  to  describe  them  correctly,  but 
it  is  beyond  the  cataloguer’s  art  to  convey  an  adequate  idea  of  the  beauty 
of  very  many  of  the  gems  contained  in  this  famous  gathering.
